General Master Workman Pow­ 
derly has no love for the liquor 
sellers.

vention of Knights of Labor, Mr. 
Powderly said: 
“ The temperance question is an 
important one, arid I sometimes 
think it is the main issue. 
The 
large number of applications dur­ 
ing the past year to grant dispen­ 
sations to allow the initiation of 
rum-sellers was alarming. 
I have 
persistently refused them and will 
enjoin my successor, if he values 
the future success of the order, to 
shut the doors with triple bars 
against the admission of the liquor 
dealer. 
His path and that sf the 
honest, industrious workman lie in 
opposite directions. 
The rum-sej- 
ler who seeks admission into a la­ 
bor society does so with the object 
that he may entice its members in­ 
to his saloon after the meetings 
close. 
No question of interest to 
laborers has ever been satisfactori­ 
ly settled over the bar in a rum- 
hole. 
No labor society ever ad­ 
mitted a rum-selier that did not 
die a drunkard’s death. . No work­ 
man ever drank a glass of rum who 
did not rob his family of the price 
of it, and in doing so committed a 
double crime, murder and theft. 
He murders the 
intellect with 
which the Maker hath endowed 
him. 
He steals from his family 
the means of sustenance he has 
earned for them. 
Turn to the an­ 
nals of every dead labor society, 
and you will see whole pages blur­ 
red and destroyed by the accursed 
footprints of rum. 
Scan the rec­ 
ords of a meeting at which a dis­ 
turbance took place, and you will 
hear echoing through the hall the 
maudlin, fiendish grunt of the 
drunken brute who disturbed the 
harmony of the meeting. 
“In the whole English language 
I can find no word that strikes 
more terror to my soul than the 
one word ‘Rum.’ 
It was born in 
hell ere the fiat ‘no redemption’ 
had gone forth. 
Its life on earth 
has been one of ruin to the hopes 
of youth aud the peace of old age. 
It has robbed childhood of its de­ 
lights. 
It has stolen tfie laugh 
from the lips of innocence, the 
bloom from the cheeks of man­ 
hood. 
It has touched the heart of 
old age like the tip of poiioned ar­ 
row. 
Its sound, as it gurgles from 
the neck of a bottle, echoes through 
many a desolate household as the 
hissing of a thousand serpents. 
You may deem me too radical on 
this point. 
Yet I never interfere 
with the rights of a man to drink 
if he so elects. 
I hold I have a 
right to and do shun rum as I 
would an enraged tiger, neither 
meddling with it nor allowing it to 
meddle with me. 
So long as it 
keeps its distance I am content to 
leave it alone, but the moment it 
attempts to interfere with 
my 
rights by coming into the Knights 
of Labor, then my soul rises iii 
arms against it, and I can find no 
words too bitter, no denunciation 
too scathing to hurl against it,” 


The Royal Railroad. 
The last in the series on the Royal 
Railroad was delivered Sunday evening 
at the Baptist church. The subject was 
“ The Paymaster.” The text was chosen 
from Mathew 20, 7: “Go j*e also into the 
vineyard, and whatsoever is right that 
shall ye receive.” 
lean but hope in concluding this scries 
of evening sermons, some good lias been 
accomplished to the class for whom, in 
an especial manner, they were intended, 
and some good also to others in interest­ 
ing them to seek the salvation of so large 
a body in our community. 
Railroad 
employes are men, men with souls that 
need be saved as much us ours. 
This subject to-night ought to interest 
all of us. 
For some reason the laborer is 
always Interested in the work of the 
paymaster. No day is more anxiously 
looked for than payday. 
It is right after 
man has labored with hand or brain he 
should receive a compensation for his 
work. 
Compensation is 
the natural 
divine law in the universe. 
It is the law in the physical world. 
It 
is the law in the spiritual world. 
We 
loose the rich meaning of this parable of 
the vineyard, if we do not find ti spiritual 
meaning. Here the husbandman is God. 
He bids man go work In his vineyard, 
but he docs not ask him to work for noth­ 
ing. 
He returns a compensation for 
work. 
He says, “ Be not weary in well 
doing, and in due time ye shall reap if 
ye faint not.” “ Whosoever gi vet Ii a cup 
of cold water in the name of a disciple 
shall not loose his reward.” God does 
not ask a man to make brick without 
straw, neither does he take from man 
his rightful due. 
But let us look at the principle of the 
paymaster. 
The earthly paymaster pays according 
to a stipulated agreement, A man works 
so many hours a day, so many days in a 
month, and receives so much a day; his 
check from the paymaster is a question 
of mathematics. Thole is no icconing of 
right or wrong. 
A man may he paid 
more than lie earns. 
He may have loiter­ 
ed away his lime, or through a financial 
depression the manufacturer may do a 
loosing business. 
Again his pay check 
may he the result of a grinding monopo­ 
list. His wages may he reduced to the 
lowest possible price. He may be asked 
to work at such wages that he ran not 
comfortably support his family. 
The 
right or wrong docs not enter into the 
check from the paymaster. 
Goths principle of 
payment is the 
fairest the world has eyer seen. 
It i 
simply this 
y o u ” No 
for more. 
When he summons the laborer 
in the parable he says lie will pay what 
is right. This is the way God deals with 
every man. Got! says he will give man 
hat is right. 
Let thi> principle of 
absolute impartial right be carried on, 
and what would he tile results. There 
would he no labor troubles, no irrecon­ 
cilable differences between labor aud 
capital. 
It may be difficult for mau to 
compute an exact right between man and 
man, to tell just how much the skilled 
and unskilled laborer should receive, just 
how much the capitalist should realize J 
for his capital and risk, hut with God j 
there is no difficulty. 
While Paul may I 
plant and Apollas water, God alone I 
giveth the increase. 
But into the results 
God gives to Paul an exact amount for 
his labors, aud to Apollas an exact result ! 
for his wark, God returns to every man j 
an exact right. 
When absolute justice ! 
is rendered to every man cavil or dispute ! 
beyond the question. This is what j 
God Joes and what he w ill do when the 
books will l>c opened in the last day. 
The judgment of God will he according j 
to simple justice. 
No man 
will he J 
wronged. 
We may not understand many 
things God dJrs, but one thing we do 
knc >W, God is just, and lie can do no 
wrong, 
lie is the God of infinite, abso­ 
lute justice. We must come back to 
this, what God does is right. This gives 
man a base to work from, 
lf he pun­ 
ishes man in the future world it must be 
right, and his punishment w ill be a pun­ 
ishment of justice. 
No man will be 
wronged. 
Every man will leceive in the 
future world just what he deserves. God 
is just, and his justice can never be lost, 
neither boundless love, nor untold mercy 
can overiide aud Jo away with God s 
justice. 
Justice is a fundamental attri­ 
bute of God's nature, and is as eternal 
as himself. One thing man may be as­ 
sured of, God will do right. 
One of two things will thus fall to 
every man. 
“ The wages of sin is death.” This 
death is not simply the stopping of 
breath. This death is punishment in the I 
future world, the opposite of happiness i 
and life. 
If there is one thing at which 
man rebels against God, it is the Bible 
doctrine that eternal punishment will j 
follow* in the other world for what Le 
has done in this. This we may be sure 
of. No man will be wronged. 
But is 
this doctrine of future punishment so 
unjust? God did not make man sinful. 
Man fell. To save man God sent Christ 
to suffer and die as a satisfaction to jus­ 
tice, “ that God might be just and the 
justifier of him who believeth in Jesus.” 
God gives man the chance to be saved, 
shows him how much he ha3 done to 
raise him, but man still jiersists in reject­ 
ing Christ as his personal, in justice 
God could not let man go unpunished. 
Again God rewards the man who is 
faithful to him. If the wages of sin is 
death, “ the gift of God is eternal life 
through Christ Jesus our Lord.” God 
may not give the man who serves him 
riches nor worldly honor, but lie gives 
him that which is better—enough in this 
world, and in the world to come eternal 
life. God looks to us in Christ. 
We arc 
hid in Christ, This eternal life is the 
gift of God through Jesus. 
Wecan have 
our choice—death or life—eternal pun­ 
ishment—or eternal happiness. 
Which 
do you choose to-night! 


History of An Early Settler. 


The following interesting inci­ 
dents in the life of O: E. Garrison, 
who died at his homestead at Crow 
Wing, in this county, on the sec­ 
ond of this month, will be of In­ 
terest to many of our readers as lie 
is well known throughout the city. 
The St. Cloud Journal Press says: 
Mr. Garrison was one of the old­ 
est settlers iii Northern Minnesota, 
and during much of his life was 
prominently identified 
in many 
ways with the history of this part 
of the state. 
He was born iii New 
York State, and would have been 
sixty-one years of age had he lived 
until the 21st of next July. 
He 
married Miss Mary Jane Vanalstine 
who survives him, and in 1850 or 
1851 came to Minnesota, going first 
to St. Anthony (East Minneapolis) 
and afterwards to Wayzata on Lake 
Minnetonka, and platted the first 
townsite on that Lake. 
He later 
removed to Princeton, Mille Lacs 
county, and built the first or about 
the first saw mill located on Rum 
river, which was burned almost as 
soon as completed. He then moved 
onto a farm at Lake Whipple (then 
White Bear Lake) in Pope county, 
and remained tliere until the out­ 
break of the Indian war in 1862, 
when he was warned by a friendly 
Indian just in time for himself and 
w’ifc 
to escape with their lives; 
looking hack when some distance 
away, they 
saw their home in 
flames, fired by the hostiles. 
N ar­ 
rowly escaping several bands of the 


his books his companions and was 
especially fond of botany, entomol­ 
ogy and geology. 
Ile has ti very 
full collection of the native woods 
and Hem of the state, classified and 
arranged, and a comprehensive col­ 
lection of entomological specimens. 
He did considerable work of this 
kind for the state Historical Soci- 
i ety, and it was his intention to 
leave his entire collection to the 
state. 
About 1880 he made a trip 
of exploration for the society to 
the headwaters of the Mississippi, 
and made a more thorough exam­ 
ination of the sources of that river 
than was ever made by any other 
person before or since. 
He put iii 
his boat at Lake Itasca and floated 
down the river to St. Paul, making 
collections in natural history by 
the way, and his letters at the time 
written to the The Journal-Press, 
attracted wide attention and are 
still sought after. 
He was.a care­ 
ful, accurate anti painstaking ob­ 
server of nature, 
and his notes 
would be of much value to any His 
torian of our state. 
His life, out­ 
side of his studies was principally 
marked by its many misfortunes, 
but happily his predominant char* 
ameristic-was unbounded hopeful­ 
ness; he always had a scheme, aud 
there was always “ millions iii it.’’ 
Even at the time of his death he 
was just, completing a plan fur the 
platting and sale of the part of his 
homestead located on the lake to 
pleasure seekers as sites for sum­ 
mer cottages. 
His death was caused by cancer 
of the stomach, {rom which he had 
been a great sufferer for years. He

which is a bother.

Right here is a good opportunity to 
give a word of advice to the vast army 
of young people who feel that they are 
inspired to become authors.

self-supporting than ever before. 
One hundred teams are now at 
work plowing and preparing the 
ground for seeding. 


The sentence of John Hutchin­ 
son, who was convicted of the mur­ 
der of Lochie McLean iu 
East 
Grand Forks 
and sentenced on 
Dec. 23 1885, to he hung, was 
commuted by Gov.Hubbard Thurs­ 
day to imprisonment for life at 
hard labor. 
Hutchinson has had 
a rather narrow escape. 
On Feb. 
16, 1886, 
Gov. Hubbard issued a 
warrant for his execution to take 
place to-day. 
Owing to the fact 
tliat it was Good Friday, th© time 
was extended to April 30. 
In the 
the mean time a petition was pre­ 
sented to the governor asking that 
the sentence he commuted. 
The 
petition was signed by the judge 
who sentenced Hutchinson, nine 
of the jury who convicted him, a 
number of the grand jury, 
and 
many of the prominent citizens of 
Polk County, who thought the case 
one which did not deserve the se­ 
verest penalty of the law. 


No Use for Whiskey. 
General Master Workman Pow- 
derly has no love for the liquor 
sellers. 
They are one of the classes 
proscribed by the constitution of 
the Knights of Labor. 
In his last 
address made to the general con­ 
vention of Knights of Labor, Mr. 
Powderly said: 
“ The temperance question is an 
important one, and 1 sometimes 
think it is the main issue. 
The 
large number of applications dur­ 
ing the past year to grant dispen­ 
sations to allow the initiation of 
rum-sellers was alarming. 
I have 
persistently refused them and will 
enjoin my successor, if he values 
the future success of the order, to 
shut the doors with triple bars 
against the admission of the liquor 
dealer. 
His path and that of the 
honest, industrious workman lie in 
opposite directions. 
The rum-sel- 
ler who seeks admission into a la­ 
bor society does so with the object 
that he may entic© its members in­ 
to his saloon after the meetings 
close. 
No question of interest to 
laborers lias ever been satisfactori­ 
ly settled over the bar in a rurn- 
hole. 
No labor society ever ad­ 
mitted a rum-seller that did not 
die a drunkard’s death. . No work­ 
man ever drank a glass of rum who 
did not rob his family of the price 
of it, and in doing so committed a 
double crime, murder and theft. 
He murders the 
intellect with 
which the Maker hath endowed 
him. 
He steals from his family 
the means of sustenance he has 
earned for them. 
Turn to the an­ 
nals of every dead labor society, 
and you will see whole pages blur­ 
red and destroyed by the accursed 
footprints of rum. 
Scan the rec­ 
ords of a meeting at which a dis­ 
turbance took place, and you will 
hear echoing through the hall the 
maudlin, fiendish grunt of the 
drunken brute who disturbed the 
harmony of the meeting. 
“In the whole English language 
I can find no word that strikes 
more terror to my soul than the 
one word ‘Rum.’ 
It was born in 
hell ere the fiat ‘no redemption’ 
had gone forth* Its life on earth 
has been one of ruin to the hopes 
of youth and the peace of old age. 
It has robbed childhood of its de­ 
lights. 
It has stolen tKe laugh 
from the lips of innocence, the 
bloom from the cheeks of man­ 
hood. 
It has touched the heart of 
old age like the tip of poisoned ar­ 
row. 
Its sound, as it gurgles from 
the neck of a bottle, echoes through 
many a desolate household as the 
hissing of a thousand serpents. 
You may deem me too radical on 
this point. 
Yet I never interfere 
with the rights of a man to drink 
if he so elects. 
I hold I have a 
right to and do shun rum as I 
would an enraged tiger, neither 
meddling with it nor allowing it to 
meddle with me. 
So long as it 
keeps its distance I am content to 
leave it alone, but the moment it 
attempts to interfere with 
my 
rights by coming into the Knights 
of Labor, then my soul rises in 
arms .against it, and I can find no 
words too bitter, no denunciation 
too scathing to hurl against it,” 


Bound to Make Him Ride. 


A “ mixed” train was proceeding 
at the usual rate on a Dakota road 
when it suddenly started up and 
began to run much faster. 
An 
astonished 
passenger called 
the 
conductor over and said: 
“ Aren’t we running about twice 
as fast as usual?” 
“ Yes.” 
“ Going down hill?” 
“ No.” 
“ Wind changed and helping us 
along?” 
“ I guess not.” 
“ Engineer drunk?” 
: ‘No more so than is customary. 
I'll tell you, though; we’ve sighted 
a man walking about a mile ahead 
of us on the track and I ’m going to 
catch him aud make him get on 
and pay his fare if I run the wheels 
all off and leave the cars dragging 
on the rails. 
The rules forbid any 
man trying to beat the company 
this way.” 


The Royal Railroad. 


The last in the series on the Royal 
Railroad was delivered Sunday evening, 
at the Baptist church. 
The subject was 
“ The Paymaster.” 
The text was chosen 
from Mathew 20, 7: 
“Go ye also into the 
vineyard, and whatsoever is right that 
shall ye receive.” 
lean but hope in concluding this series 
of evening sermons, some good lias been 
accomplished to the class for whom, in 
an especial manner, they were intended, 
and some good also to others in interest­ 
ing them to seek the salvation of so large 
a body in our community. 
Railroad 
employes are men, men with souls that 
need be saved as much as ours. 
This subject to-night ought to interest 
all of us. 
For some reason the laborer is 
always Interested in the work of tlie 
paymaster. 
No day is more anxiously 
looked for than payday. 
It is right after 
man has labored with hand or brain he 
should receive a compensation for his 
work. 
Compensation is 
the natural 
divine law in the universe. 
It is the.law in the physical world. 
It 
is the law in the spiritual world. 
We 
loose the rich meaning of this parable of 
the vineyard, if we do not find a spiritual 
meaning. 
Here the husbandman is God. 
He bids man go work in his vineyard, 
but lie docs not ask him to w ork for noth­ 
ing. 
He returns a compensation for 
work. 
He says, “ Be not weary in well 
doing, and in due time ye shall reap if 
ye faint not.” 
“ Whosoever giveth a cup 
of cold water in the name of a disciple 
shall not loose his reward.” 
God does 
not ask a man to make brick without 
straw, neither does he take from man 
his rightful due. 
But let us look at the principle of the 
paymaster. 
The earthly paymaster pa\s according 
to a stipulated agreement, 
A man works 
so many hours a day, so many days in a 
month, and receives so much a day; his 
check from the paymaster is a question 
of mathematics. 
Theie is no reconing of 
right or wrong. 
A man may be paid 
more than he earns. 
He may have loiter­ 
ed aw ay his time, or through a financial 
depression the manufacturer may do a 
loosing business. 
Again his pay check 
may be the result of a grinding monopo­ 
list. 
His wages may tic reduced to the 
lowest possible price. 
He may be asked 
to work at such wages that be can not 
comfortably support his family. 
The 
right or wrong docs not enter into the 
check from the paymaster. 
God’s principle of 
payment is the 
fairest the world has ever seen. 
It is 
simply this: 
“ What is right I will give 
you1” 
No fair minded man om hl ask 
for more. 
When he summons the laborer 
in the parable lie says he will pay w hat 
is right. 
This is the way God deals with 
every man. 
God says lie will give man 
what is right. 
Let tbi> principle of 
absolute Impartial right be carried on, 
and what would be the results. 
Tiferc 
would be no labor troubles, no irrecon­ 
cilable differences between labor and 
capital. 
It may be difficult for man to 
compute an exact right between man and 
man, to tell just how much the skilled 
and unskilled laborer should receive, just 
how much the capitalist should realize 
for his capital and risk, but with God 
there is no difficulty. 
While Paul may 
plant and Apollas water, God alone 
g 


iveth the increase. 
But into the results 
od gives to Paul an exact amouut for 
his labors, and to Apollas an exact result 
for his werk, 
God returns to every man 
an exact right. 
When absolute justice 
is rendered to every man cavil or di-pute 
is bevond the question. 
This is what 
God does and what he w ill do when the 
books will be opened in the last day. 
The judgment of God will be according 
to simple justice. 
No man 
will be 
wronged. 
We may not understand many 
things God ddrs, but one thing we do 
know, God is just, and fie can do no 
wrong. 
He is the God of infinite, abso­ 
lute justice. 
We must 
come back to 
this, what God docs is right. 
Fliis gives 
man a base to work from. 
If he pun­ 
ishes man in the future world it must be 
right, and his punishment will be a pun­ 
ishment of justice. 
No man will be 
wronged. 
Every man will icceive in the 
future world just what he deserves. 
God 
is just, and his justice can never be lost, 
neither boundless love, nor untold men v 
can ovcnide and Jo away with God’s 
justice. 
Justice is a fundamental attri­ 
bute of God’s nature, and is a-? eternal 
as himself. 
One thiug man may be as­ 
sured of, God will do right. 
One of two things will thus fall to 
every man. 
“ The wages of sin is death.” 
This 
death is not simply the .-topping of 
breath. 
This death is punishment in the 
future world, the opposite of happiness 
and life. 
If there is one thing at which 
man rebels against Crod, it is the Bible 
doctrine that etdrnal punishment will 
follow* in the other world for what fie 
has done in this. 
This we may be sure 
of. 
No man will be wronged. 
But is 
this doctrine of future punishment so 
unjust? God did not make man sinful. 
Man fell. 
To save mau God sent Christ 
to suffer and die as a satisfaction to jus­ 
tice, “ that God might be just and the 
justifier of him w ho believeth in Jesus.” 
God gives man the chance to be saved, 
shows him how much he has done to 
raise him, but man still persists in reject­ 
ing Christ as bis personal. 
In justice 
God could not let man go unpunished. 
Again God rewards the man who is 
faithful to him. 
If the wages of sin is 
death, “ the gift of God is eternal life 
through Christ Jesus our Lord.” 
God 
may not give the man who serves him 
riches nor worldly honor, but he gives 
him that which is better—enough in this 
world, and in the world to come eternal 
life. 
God looks to us in Christ. 
We are 
hid in Christ, This eternal life is the 
gift of God through Jesus. 
We tan have 
our choice—death or life—eternal pun­ 
ishment—or eternal happiness. 
Which 
do you choose to-night?

History of An Early Sottler. 


The following interesting inci­ 
dents in the life of O. E. Garrifroff, 
who died at his homestead at Crow 
Wing, in this county, on the sec­ 
ond of this month, will be of In­ 
terest to many of our readers as he 
is well known throughout the city. 
The St. Cloud Journal Press says: 
Mr. Garrison was one of the old­ 
est settlers iu Northern Minnesota, 
and during much of his life was 
prominently identified 
in many 
ways with the history of this part 
of the state. 
He was horn in New 
York State, and would have been 
sixty-one years of age had he lived 
until the 21st of next July. 
He 
married Miss Mary Jane Yanalstine 
who survives him, and in 1850 or 
1851 came to Minnesota, going first 
to hit. Anthony (East Minneapolis) 
and afterwards to Wayzata on Lake 
Minnetonka, and platted the first 
townsite on that Lake. 
He later 
removed to Princeton, Mille Lacs 
county, and built the first or about 
the first saw mill located on Rum 
river, which was burned almost as 
soon as completed. He then moved 
onto a farm at Lake Whipple (then 
White Bear Lake) in Pope county, 
and remained there until the out­ 
break of the Indian war in 1862, 
when he was warned by a friendly 
Indian just in time for himself and 
wife 
to escajie with their lives; 
looking hack when some distance 
away, they 
saw their home in 
flames, fired by the hostiles. 
Nar­ 
rowly escaping several bands of the 
Sioux, they reached St. Cloud safe­ 
ly and made this their home until 
1882, when !$I r. Garrison sold his 
place here and took a homestead at 
the head of Mille Lacs Lake, one of 
the most beautiful spots in the 
state, and it was there that he died. 
Soon after coming to Minnesota 
he became connected with the gov­ 
ernment as a surveyor and remain­ 
ed in its employ for about thirty 
years, and probably surveyed more 
public lands in Minnesota than 
any other one man in the state. A 
large proportion of the plats now- 
on file in the St. Cloud land office 
will be found to bear his name. He 
was an ardent student of nature. 
Being cut off by almost total deaf­ 
ness from ordinary social inter­ 
course with his fellows, be made 


his books his companions and was 
especially fond of botany, entomol­ 
ogy and geology. 
Ho has a very 
full collection of the native woods 
and tlera of the state, classified and 
arranged, and a comprehensive col­ 
lection of entomological specimens. 
He did considerable work of this 
kind for the state Historical Soci­ 
ety, and it was his intention to 
leave his entire collection to the 
state. 
About 1880 he made a trip 
of exploration for the society to 
the headwaters of the Mississippi, 
and made a more thorough exam­ 
ination of the sources of that river 
than was ever made by any other 
person before or since. 
He put in 
liis boat at Luke Itasca and floated 
down the river to St. Paul, making 
collections in natural history by 
the way, and his letters at the time 
written to the T he Journal-Press, 
attracted wide attention and are 
still sought after. 
He was-a care­ 
ful, accurate and painstaking ob­ 
server of nature, 
ami his notes 
would he of much value to any liis 
torian of our state. 
i 1 is life, out­ 
side of his studios was principally 
marked by its many misfortunes, 
but happily his predominant char* 
acteristic-was unbounded hopeful­ 
ness; he always had a scheme, and 
there was always “ millions in it.” 
Even at the time of his death he 
was just completing a plan far the 
platting and sale of the part of his 
homestead located on the lake to 
pleasure seekers as sites for sum­ 
mer cottages. 
His death was caused by cancer 
of the stomach, from which lie had 
been a great sufferer fur years. He 
had no children, but leaves as a 
support to liis widow their adopted 
son Earnest, a young man about 
thirty years of age, who, has a 
claim near Garrison, the post-office 
which was named after the father. 
Mrs. Garrison will probably re­ 
main on the homestead until she I 
can prove up, which will he some J 
time this year if she is given the 
benefit of the time Mr. Garrison 
spent iu the service during the In­ 
dian outbreak, when in spite ot 
his deafm ss he euliste 1 and went 
with troop after the “red-skins,” 
often glorying in later years in the 
fact that he killed two of them.

Spanish 
Governor, accompanied by some sixty 
Indians, crossed the ice-clad Father of 
Waters from St. Louis to the opposite 
bank, which is now known as the Illi­ 
nois shore. 
Here thev took to the 
dense forests, which were all but lm- 
passable with snow and the fallen tim­ 
bers of decades. 
For 400 miles the 
little band pushed its way, meeting 
with no obstacles except the barrier 
that nature had presented. 
Not a hab­ 
itation was encountered, not a human 
being, and. what with the intense se­ 
verity of the weather and ihe meager 
provisions they carried, the greatest 
hardships were experienced bv the per­ 
sons forming it. 
Across woodland and 
prairie they passed, traversing portions 
, 
( of what are now the States of Illinois 
<KKi j and Michigan until they reached a point 
on the St. Joseph River, near which 
was the English post tbev had come so 
far to attack. 
I his post 
had been 
stormed, captured, and recaptured half 
a dozen times, and at the period in 
question was in charge of an English en­ 
sign aud fourteen soldiers, who, howev­ 
er, depended upon the Indians and the 
British traders for news of approaching 
danger, so that a quick attack resulted 
in occupation by the St. Louisans, who 
eitiier destroyed the property or gave it 
as booty to their Indian allies. 
After a 
few days’ rest, and leaving u sufficient 
garrison, the commander carried the* 
English colors into St. Louis and pre­ 
fixed them to the Spanish Governor 
ami received his promotion and certain 
landed estates. 
And what was the ob­ 
ject of such an apparently trivia! pos­ 
session. whirh had cost so mm-h labor 
and privation to those engaged in it? 
The march was inspired by the Court 
of Madrid: tin: warriors who crossed

The depredations, he said,covered a peri­ 
od of from 1855 to 1878. I t was the d u ty 
of th e governm ent to p ro tect its citizens 
against In d ian d epredations, and where it 
failed to afford p ro tectio n it should coin- 
p en sate the citizens for the loss. 
The m on­ 
ey to p ay such dam ages should be tak en 
from the proceeds of Indian lands, there 
being now 147,000,000 acres of Indian 
reserv atio n s w orth $ 154,000,000, an d as 
there were alto g eth er less th a n 250,000 
In d ia n s,th a t would leave 0 4 3 acres of land 
for each In d ian . 
The w hite m an should 
have justice as well as th e In d ian . 
The 
claim s of the pioneers of Oregon an d of o th ­ 
er far w estern sta te s were ju st and should 
have th e a tte n tio n of th e governm ent, 
which h ad for m any y ears neglected to 
give a tte n tio n to these claim s. 
In executive session th e sen ate disposed 
of all th e n o m in atio n s upo n th e calen d ar 
th a t were n o t objected to , including a num ­ 
ber of p o stm a ste rs an d collectors of cus­ 
tom s, and there was n o discussion over 
an y of them .
